DIFFERENT VIEWS ON 
FUTURE ARE PREVALENT 


W ashington, 
Oct. 3 (JP)—The 
possibility tha t thou sands of la­ 
bor and bu siness leaders may be 
inv ited to a giant m eeting arose 
today as M ajor George L. Berry , 
NRA coordinator of bu siness co­ 
operation, 
acted to sou nd 
ou t 
sentim ent on NRA’s fu tu re. 
The m ajor, bu sily engaged in 
organizing his staff and making 
plans, said he was mov ing 
“as 
fast as the Lord will let m e” in 
try ing to bring bu siness and la­ 
bor together. 
One plan Berry has in m ind is 
to send a letter to ev ery indu s­ 
try asking for its v iews on a con­ 
ference here. If the response is 
fav orable, the m eeting may be 
sim ilar to the indu strial confer­ 
ence held early in 1934 in 
the 
hey day of NRA, bu t made ev en 
larger by the addition of labor 
leaders. 
NRA officials say tha t at the 
present tim e they find div ergent 
v iews among bu siness men els to 
the need of a new NRA law and 


w hether they wou ld attend in 
large nu m bers is 
a m atter 
of 
conjectu re. 
Some 
believ ed

dou btfu l tha t the larger indu s­ 
tries, su ch as au tomobiles and 
steel, wou ld be interested.
